OF  THE 


Committee  of  Management  for  the  Year  ending 

30th  June,  1914. 


The  Committee  of  Management  presents  its  report  with 
a  feeling  of  satisfaction  at  the  progress  made  during  the  third 
year’s  working.  822  patients  were  treated  during  the  year,  of 
whom  701  were  new  patients.  This  shows  an  increase  of  160 
patients  treated  over  the  previous  year. 

The  Medical  Director’s  report  herewith  shows  the 
average  attendance  during  the  year  to  have  been  149  patients 
daily.  We  have  now  reached  our  full  working  capacity  with 
our  present  accommodation.  During  the  past  three  years 
1,747  patients  have  received  treatment. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  curvature  of  the  spine 
and  paralysis  in  childhood  have  been  treated  during  the  year, 
with  marked  success.  In  view  of  this  fact,  the  Committee 
would  wish  to  increase  the  facilities  for  the  treatment  of  such 
cases,  and  with  this  aim  the  Medical  Director  will  this  year 
take  advantage  of  his  holiday  to  visit  some  Institutes  on  the 
Continent  to  investigate  the  apparatus  best  suited  for  such 
conditions.

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The  Founder  of  the  Institute  has  held  himself  responsible 
for  the  cost  of  upkeep  during  the  past  three  years,  at  a  total 
cost  to  him  in  equipment  and  upkeep  of  £6,657  7s-  7&->  and  he 
now  relinquishes  this  responsibility  from  June  30th,  1914. 
The  Committee  in  consequence  made  an  appeal  for  subscrip¬ 
tions,  to  assure  a  continuance  of  the  Institute,  to  which  they 
received  a  most  generous  response.  The  Committee  tender 
their  sincere  thanks  to  all  subscribers,  who  have  thereby  enabled 
them  to  continue  the  good  work  so  excellently  conceived  and 
organized  by  the  Founder. 

All  subscriptions  and  donations  were  placed  to  a  separate 
account  at  the  bank,  to  be  used  after  the  expiration  of 
Mr.  Allen’s  guarantee,  and  on  June  30th,  sums  had  been 
received  amounting  to  £902  18s.  id.,  which,  together  with 
£115  13s.  od.  since  received,  makes  a  total  of  £1,018  11s.  id. 
now  standing  to  credit. 

While  thanking  those  who  have  already  kindly  sub¬ 
scribed,  the  Committee  wish  to  point  out  that  the  total  sum 
received  is  not  yet  sufficient  to  meet  the  annual  expendi¬ 
ture.  They  therefore  appeal  for  further  subscriptions,  to 
enable  them  not  only  to  meet  the  current  expenditure,  but 
also,  if  possible,  to  provide  the  additional  equipment  already 
alluded  to  above.  It  will  also  be  noted  that  no  allowance  has 
been  made  for  depreciation. 

Each  subscriber  will  receive  a  recommendation  for  each 
guinea  subscribed,  which  entitles  a  poor  patient  to  one 
month’s  treatment  at  the  Institute. 
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The  working  expenditure  for  the  twelve  months  has  been 
£1,735  15s.  8d.,  and  the  income  £702  11s.  8d.  Mr.  Allen  has 
provided  the  difference,  namely,  £1,033.

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NOTE  ON  TREATMENT 

By  means  of  Medico-Mechanical  Appliances,  and  other 
Methods  of  Treatment  Used  at  the  Edgar  Allen 
Institute,  Sheffield. — By  R.  G.  Abercrombie ,  M.D., 
Medical  Director. 

Treatment  by  means  of  medico-mechanical  appliances 
has  hitherto  not  been  widely  utilized  in  England  ;  a  brief 
sketch,  therefore,  of  the  scope  of  this  form  of  medical  treat¬ 
ment  may  be  of  interest. 

The  form  of  mechanical  apparatus  used  is  that  designed 
by  Dr.  Zander,  of  Stockholm,  who  is  justly  regarded  as  the 
originator  of  this  method  of  treatment.  In  general  terms, 
it  may  be  said  that  the  apparatus  is  designed  to  carry  out 
by  mechanical  means  the  various  movements  and  manipula¬ 
tions  which  make  up  the  Swedish  system  of  physical  treatment. 

At  the  Edgar  Allen  Institute  the  Installation  consists  of 
thirty-seven  different  apparatus,  which  may  be  divided  into 
three  groups.  In  the  first,  for  active  movements,  the  patient 
performs  the  particular  movements  against  the  resistance  of 
a  weight  and  lever  ;  in  the  second,  for  passive  movements, 

the  movement  (e.g.,  flexion  and  extension  or  circumduction

of  a  joint)  is  carried  out  by  a  power-driven  apparatus,  without 
the  aid  of  a  patient’s  muscles  ;  and  the  third  group  is  for 
mechanical  operations,  as  percussions  or  vibrations.  All 
the  apparatus  are  exactly  graduated,  and  this  is  of  especial 
service  in  dealing  with  such  conditions  as  impaired  joint 
mobility  or  muscular  weakness,  for  it  enables  the  force  of  the 
treatment  to  be  increased,  step  by  step,  as  the  patient’s 
condition  improves. 
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Economic  considerations  constitute  one  of  the  advantages 
of  mechanical  treatment,  for  after  the  initial  expenditure  for 
apparatus,  mechanical  treatment  can  be  carried  out  much 
more  cheaply  than  similar  treatment  performed  by  hand, 
especially  when  large  numbers  of  patients  are  dealt  with. 

Medico-mechanical  treatment  may  be  employed  with 
benefit  in  many  different  conditions.  Amongst  the  most 
important  are  the  following  : — 

Injuries. — In  this  class  of  case  the  treatment  gives  its 
best  results  ;  and  it  is  in  these  cases  that  its  special  usefulness 
to  Sheffield  comes  into  play.  In  Sheffield,  with  its  large 
industrial  population  engaged  in  dealing  with  massive 
materials,  accidents  are  of  frequent  occurrence  ;  and  the  same 
may  be  said  of  the  adjacent  coal-mining  districts.  For  this 
reason  fractures,  dislocations  and  other  severe  injuries  of  the 
limbs  form  a  large  proportion  of  the  cases  treated.  The 
special  utility  of  the  treatment  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  takes 
up  the  case  at  the  conclusion  of  the  ordinary  surgical  treatment, 
and  aims  at  the  restoration  of  movement  to  the  stiffened  joints 
and  of  power  to  the  weakened  muscles.  In  this  way,  it  fills 
a  gap  that  has  hitherto  existed  in  the  treatment  of  such  cases. 
The  result  of  the  treatment  is  to  shorten  the  period,  of  invalidity , 
and  to  enable  the  patient  to  return  to  his  work  in  the  shortest 
possible  time. 

Adhesion  about  joints  and  muscles  are  treated  by  passive 
movements,  the  range  of  movement  being  gradually  increased 
as  the  condition  improves  ;  and  muscular  weakness  is  treated 
by  active  movements  against  a  properly  graduated  resistance. 
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Many  of  the  cases  of  injury  are  sent  for  treatment  by  the 
surgeons  concerned  in  the  administration  of  the  Workmen’s 
Compensation  Act.  An  institution  of  this  nature  provides  a 
means  of  giving  the  necessary  treatment  under  supervision  ; 
and  cases  the  genuineness  of  whose  symptoms  is  doubtful  can 
be  kept  under  observation. 

Chronic  Joint  Affections. — Many  cases  of  rheumatism, 
rheumatoid  arthritis,  osteo-arthritis  and  other  chronic  affections 
of  the  joints  are  treated,  with  good  results  in  suitable  cases. 
The  most  favourable  cases  are  those  in  which  the  acute  phase 
of  the  disease  is  past.  The  treatment  is  directed  to  the 
correction  of  deformities,  the  increase  of  mobility  in  the 
joints  and  the  restoration  of  wasted  muscles. 

Affections  of  the  Nervous  System. — In  certain  forms 
of  paralysis,  of  neuritis,  and  of  neurasthenia,  the  treatment 
may  be  used  with  benefit. 

Curvature  of  the  Spine  (Scoeiosis),  and  other 
Deformities. — Treatment  by  the  Zander  apparatus,  com¬ 
bined  with  the  movements  of  the  ordinary  Swedish  medical 
gymnastics,  is  of  great  use  in  conditions  of  this  nature.  The 
majority  of  the  cases  occur  in  children,  who  require  much 
individual  attention  ;  and  it  is  therefore  at  present  necessary 
to  limit  the  number  admitted  for  treatment,  in  accordance 
with  the  numbers  of  the  staff  available. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Respiratory  Organs. — 
On  the  Continent,  treatment  by  movements  is  much  used  for 
cases  of  this  nature  ;  but  in  England,  up  to  the  present,  such 
treatment  is  not  often  employed. 
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Other  methods  of  treatment  in  use  at  the  Institute  are 
treatment  by  hot-air  baths  (Tyrnauer  system),  by  hand 
massage,  and  by  electricity.  These  are  frequently  employed 
as  an  adjunct  to  the  mechanical  treatment. 

Treatment  by  hot  air  is  now  used  on  a  large  scale.  The 
installation  at  the  Institute  comprises  six  apparatus,  and 
about  fifty  patients  a  day  are  treated  by  this  means.  This 
treatment  has  been  found  of  great  value  in  dealing  with 
chronic  joint  affections,  the  results  of  injuries,  and  other 
conditions. 

Electrical  treatment  is  also  given  to  such  cases  as  require 
it,  and  certain  cases  are  treated  by  hand  massage,  which  is 
given  by  trained  Swedish  masseurs.  It  is  not  necessary  here 
to  do  more  than  allude  to  the  high  degree  of  excellence  to 
which  treatment  by  means  of  massage  and  medical  gymnastics 
has  been  brought  in  Sweden. 

General  Policy  and  Method  of  Conduct  of  the 
Institute. — It  has  been  realised  that  the  usefulness  of  the 
Institution  depends  on  the  co-operation  of  the  practitioners  of 
the  neighbourhood.  No  cases  whatever  are  received  for  treat¬ 
ment  except  through  the  introduction  of  a  medical  man. 
Both  free  and  paying  patients  are  treated  ;  free  patients  are 
treated  in  the  mornings,  and  the  afternoons  are  set  apart  for 
the  treatment  of  paying  patients. 

The  Medical  Profession  is  adequately  represented  upon 
the  Committee  which  controls  the  Institute. 


REPORT  BY  THE  MEDICAL  DIRECTOR 


for  the  year  ending  30th  J  une,  1914. 


The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year 
numbered  822,  of  whom  701  were  new  admissions.  The 
average  daily  attendance  throughout  the  year  was  149.  The 
total  number  of  attendances  for  treatment  during  the  year  was 
43,162. 

The  above  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a  substantial 
increase  in  the  number  of  patients  undergoing  treatment  at  the 
Institute  during  the  period  under  review.  It  is  also  gratifying 
to  note  that  the  results  obtained  show  an  improvement  on 
previous  years,  as  indicated  by  the  higher  proportion  of 
patients  who  have  been  enabled  to  return  to  their  occupations.
